NEXT SPRING. 


Joining heartily in the movement 


10 preserve Turtle Mound because of 
its historical importance and signifi- 
cance, the New Smyrna-Coronado 
Board of Trade will use its influence 
_to have the mound retained in its 
present-state. This is following the 
action taken at the last meeting of 
the Woman's club, when a resolution 
was adopted that a petition be pre- 
sented 19 the board of county com- 
missioners to not have the mound do 
jnolishsd, and the other women's cl'ib« 
in the county will be asked to take 
the same action. 


The matter of the preservation ot 


the moumT was freely discussed at 
the meeting of the hoard of trade on 
Wednesday night and the following 
resolution was adopted: 


"Whereas, it is desirable to preserve 


forever the remains of the three his- 
toric objects of this locality, namely, 
the Old Mission, the Old Fort and 
Turtle Mound, and 


"Whereas, the destruction of Tur- 


tle Mound is proposed for the purpose 
of building public roads, therefore be 
it 


"Resolved, that it is the sense of 


the New Smyrna-Coronado Board of 
Trade that the preservation of this, 
the last of our shell mounds, is of 
greater interest to the public at large 
than the building of a shell road, and 
that we respectfully petition the 
Board of County Commissioners to de- 
fer the destruction of this mound un- 
til the state legislature shall have 
been given an opportunity to "make 
some effort to preserve it." 


Kecently L. B. Bouchelle and Dr. 


D. Forster went to DeLand to con- 
fer with Senator Hulley regarding the 
preservation of the mound as a his- 
torical landmark. Arrangements are 
being made for a. dinner to be given 
soon at the mound, presided over by 
€apt. Sams, who will broil his famous 
steaks for the guests. Dr. Hulley and 
S. A. Wood of DeLand will be the 
guests of honor at the dinner. 


Sentiment for preservation of the 


mound in Its present state is grow- 
ing stronger each day. 


Turtle Mound was owned by D. P. 


Smith and J. P. Turner, who are said 
to have offered it repeatedly to the 
state historical society, but were un- 
able to create sufficient interest to 
have it takea Ofer. 
It was on •• 


market for a number of years and was 
finally purchased by the county board 
for the fifth commissioner's road dis- 
trict, with the plan of using the shell 
for repairing and building roads in 
this district. 


Since Christopher Columbus first 


sighted these shores and the first set- 
tlement in America was established at 
New Smyrna, Turtle Mound has been 
the one landmark for which the sailors 
watched, seen far out to sea and 
known the world over long before a

Hullej, president' of Stetson univer- 
sity and state senator for this coun- 
ty, is a man of great learning and per- 
sonally feels much interest and en- 
thusiasm in all that pertains to the an- 
cient history of Florida.

FORMER LOCAL MAN 


DEAD RY OWN HAND 


DESPONDENCY OVER ILL HEALTH 


CAUSED J. H. FORCE TO TAKE 


HIS OWN LIFE IN JACKSON- 


VILLE. 


Friends here were shocked Wednes- 


day when they received the news that 
. H. Force had committed suicide in 
a Jacksonville hotel. Mr. Force was 
or more than two years chief clerk 
n the office of the superintendent of 
he railroad here and was well known 
n the city. Several months ago he 
suffered a stroke of paralysis and 
was taken to the railroad hospital in 
St. Augustine. 
He recovered from 


the stroke sufficiently to go to Jack- 
.onville, where he had been staying 
n a hotel. Mr. Force had not a rel- 
ative in the world, so he had inform- 
ed friends here. The following, taken 
rom the Times-Union of yesterday 
morning, explains the circumstances: 


With a bullet wound in the temple, 


he dead body of J. H. Force, 55, was 
ounc in a room in the Everett hotel 
at about 1:30 o'clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon.

was formerly chief 


clerk in the office here of the Flor- 
da East Coast railroad 


"The body was found by a negro 


'hambermaid. She said at about 10 
a. m. yesterday she heard shooting 
ike the report of a revolver, but 
joncluded that it was the backfire of 
n 
automobile. 
She 
discovered 


'orce's, body when she entered the 
room later. 


"The police made an investigation 
nd the case was officially pronounced 
. suicide. 
"Force left a note, addressed to the 


coroner, in which he stated lie in- 
ended to take his own life and to see 
that his hotel and funeral bills were 
paid, as money would be left for that 
purpose. 
There was another letter 


addressed to a friend of the 
dead 


man 


"Force had been making his home 


at the Everett for the past several 
months. Friends stated that ill health 
was probably the cause of the rash 
deed. The bullet, after entering his 
lead on the right side, passed clear 
:hrough and struck the wall on the 
other side of the room."

The first public meeting of tax- 
avers and citizens to be held under 
he provisions ot the new city charter, 
lias been called for Tuesday evening, 
anuary 25th, to be held in the city 
uilding at Live Oak street and Lytle 
venue, and all taxpayers and citizens 
re invited to attend this meeting, 
'he purpose of the meeting is to talk 
ver matters of interest to the citi- 
ens and adopt recommendations to 


made to the city commissioners. 
The plan of the charter board in 
aving this section placed in the char- 
er was that the people should get 
ogether once each year and discuss 
matters in a general way and if it 
was considered any definite action 
hould be taken by the commissioners, 
make recommendations to this effect, 
.t this meeting the city auditor ann 
lerk and city manager are required 
o be present with such records and 
eports as may be needed and pre- 
pared to answer such questions and 
give such information as the taxpay- 
TS may wish to know. 


The new plan of city government 


ias been in operation such a short 
ime and the city manager, clerk and 
auditor have been so occupied with 
he work of getting the city books 
and 
records straightened 
out and 


ome system established that the on- 
y reports that can be made to the 
lublic meeting at this time is what 
ias been accomplished since the first 
if he month. By the time the next 
mblic meeting is called for 1922 it is 
expected the city affairs will have 


een put on a systematic basis. 
The public meeting is called by the 


provisions of section 212 of the city 
charter, which reads as follows: 


"In the interest of the citizens and 


taxpayers and their knowledge of the 
manner in which the affairs of the city 
are being conducted, a public meet- 
ng shall be called once each year. It 
shall be the duty of the city auditor 
ind clerk to give notice of such pub- 
ic meeting in a newspaper published 
n the city between January 10th and 
January 20th of each year, such public 
meeting to be held in some convenient 
public place between January 20th 
and January 31st next ensuing 
The 


city auditor and clerk and city man- 
ager shall be present at such public 
meeting to furnish such data and 
[acts in their possession as may be 
required to show the manner in which 
the aftairs of the city have been con- 
ducted during the past year. If, af- 
ter a full and free discussion, a ma- 
jority of the taxpayers of the city 
there present shall decide some defi- 
nite proposition will be to the best in- 
terests of the city, they may embody 
such proposition in a recommendation 
to the city commission. This recom- 
mendation shall be acted upon by the 
city commission at their next regular 
meeting 
If such action be favorable 


thereto, it shall at once be embodied 
in an appropriate ordinance or reso- 
lution, which ordinance or resolution

VOTED BY COUNTY 


In order to aid widows with chil- 


dren of school age, the board oi county 
commissioners of Volusia county has 
agreed to pay such widows $5 a month 
for each child, a motion to this effect 
being adopted at the meeting of the 
commissioners in DeLand last Satur- 
day. 


The motion provides that the fca 


shall be paid to the mother ot the 
children for the use and benefit of 
said children, and that this pension 
system shall take effect from January 
1, 1921. 


Thirteen widows are to receive pay- 


ments for the month of January for a 
total of 39 children, making a total 
appropriation for the month of $146. 


Yolusia is ons of the first counties 


in the state to adopt a pension system 
for widows with children of school 
age, and it is a movement which will 
meet with the unanimous approval of 
all thinking men and women, who 
realize the difficulties under which 
widows labor in trying to educate 
their children.

Co-operation in social, 


nancial and civic advancement is 
e easiest, quickest, most scientific 
nd pleasant way 
of making New 


myrna surpass the iarger cities, in 
1 ways, with which we are compet- 
g. 
With the 
idea 
of 
making .Yew 


Smyrna larger and more beautiful in 
view, we cannot forget that our key 
word is "Co-operation." Then, co-op- 
eratively we must make arrangement 
for the accomplishment of certain 
things which will broaden New Smyr- 
na's popularity and instigate in the 
people of the nation the desire to 
share in New Smyrna's beauty and 
wealth. First of all. our minds turn 
toward the farmer, the food supplier 
of humanity. But how can we expect 
farmers to come to us when we have 


breeding places of these pests. 
In 


order for New Smyrna to surpass all 
other cities it must become a model 
of sanitation. 
This law spells de- 


struction to the mosquito. With the 
draining and 
reclaiming 
of these 


lands, in which they breed, the mos- 
quitoes would be practically annihil- 
ated. 


We are extremely and justly proud 


of the natural beauty of our city. This 
is a prime factor in attracting many 
of our winter visitors. 
Seemingly, 


there is no need of artificial beauty. 
In fact, there is no actual need of a 
playground such as is seen in larger 
cities. 
Yet if we had a park with 


recreative machinery added, benches 
to rest on, and so on, it would be a 
fully appreciated addition to our city. 
It cannot be doubted, though, that 
the natural beauties need care. The 
lawns of New Smyrna are actually an 
eyesore, to say nothing of the front 
street lawns. With very little work 
any lawn could be made a miniature | 
park. With the removal of the weeds 
between our fences and the streets 
and the planting of grass, our streets 
would be infinitely beautiful. 


"A thing of beauty is a joy for- 


ever," according to Keats. After all, 
joy is what tourists are seeking. If 
we will only take more civic pride 
both in public and individually, we 
will have more winter visitors, as well 
as permanent 
residors, and New 


Smyrna will grow into a city which 
will surpass all other cities on the 
coast and be a wonder city envied 
by the entire nation. . 


To take charge of the visitors and 


those who permanently reside here, 
we must have many more dwelling 
and rooming houses because many 
people each year are denied the pleas- 
ures and advantages of New Smyrna 
simply because we cannot accommo- 
date them. 
If several wealthy busi- 


ness men would co-operate in building 
several hotels, New Smyrna would be 
more appreciated and bettered. 


But, you may ask, "How will these 


outsiders 
know of this 
beautiful 


little city which we so 'rapturously 
adore?'' Consider the bungalow plan 
which lately has been launched. This 
is one way in which we can and an© 
being advertised. 
Another suggestion 


is to compile a booklet of New Smyr- 
na, not strictly an advertisement, but 
more of a history and true presenta- 
tion of this scenic beauty and com- 
mercial possibilities. These booklets 
could 
be scattered broadcast over 


the nation, placed in the hands of 
boards of trade, sunt to public li- 
braries and given to public schools 
as reference books. The results would 
be wonderful. 
Of course, there are 


numerous ways in which NH.W Smyr- 
na could be advertised, but individual- 
ly each person can do so much in this 
line. However, without co-operation 
we can never realize anything thru 
advertisement. 


In considering the proposition of 


making New Smyrna the wonder city 
of tlje East Coast, we find that practic- 
ally nothing is needed to improve 
natural conditions.

LUTION ASKING COMMISSION. 


ERS TO DEFER 
WORK UNTIL 


NEXT SPRING. 


Joining heartily in the movement 


to preserve Turtle Mound because of 
its historical importance and signifi- 
cance, the New Smyrna-Coronado 
Board of Trade will use its influence 
.to have the mound retained in its 
present-state. This is following the 
action taken at the last meeting of 
the Woman's club, when a resolution 
was adopted that a petition be pre- 
sented 19 the board of county com- 
missioners to not have the mound do 
jnolishsd, and the other women's cl'ib« 
in the county will be asked to take 
the same action. 


The matter of the preservation ot 


the moumT was freely discussed at 
the meeting of the hoard of trade on 
Wednesday night and the following 
resolution was adopted: 


"Whereas, it is desirable to preserve 


forever the remains of the three his- 
toric objects of this locality, namely, 
the Old Mission, the Old Fort and 
Turtle Mound, and 


"Whereas, the destruction of Tur- 


tle Mound is proposed for the purpose 
of building public roads, therefore be 
it 


"Resolved, that it is the sense of 


the New Smyrna-Coronado Board of 
Trade that the preservation of this, 
the last of our shell mounds, is of 
greater interest to the public at large 
than the building of a shell road, and 
that we respectfully petition the 
Board of County Commissioners to de- 
fer the destruction of this mound un- 
til the state legislature shall have 
been given an opportunity to "make 
some effort to preserve it." 


Kecently L. B. Bouchelle and Dr. 


D. Forster went to DeLand to con- 
fer with Senator Hulley regarding the 
preservation of the mound as a his- 
torical landmark. Arrangements are 
being made for a. dinner to be given 
soon at the mound, presided over by 
€apt. Sams, who will broil his famous 
steaks for the guests. Dr. Hulley and 
S. A. Wood of DeLand will be the 
guests of honor at the dinner.

DESPONDENCY OVER ILL HEALTH 


CAUSED J. H. FORCE TO TAKE 


HIS OWN LIFE IN JACKSON- 


VILLE. 


Friends here were shocked Wednes- 


lay when they received the news that 
J. H. Force had committed suicide in 
a Jacksonville hotel. Mr. Force was 
or more than two years chief clerk 
n the office of the superintendent of 
he railroad here and was well known 
n the city. Several months ago he 
suffered a stroke of paralysis and 
was taken to the railroad hospital in 
St. Augustine. 
He recovered from 


the stroke sufficiently to go to Jack- 
sonville, where he had been staying 
n a hotel. Mr. Force had not a rel- 
ative in the world, so he had inform- 
ed friends here. The following, taken

morning, explains the circumstances: 


"With a bullet wound in the temple,

"The police made an investigation 


and the case was officially pronounced 
a suicide. 


"Force left a note, addressed to the 


coroner, in which he stated lie in- 
ended to take his own life and to see 
that his hotel and funeral bills were 
paid, as money would be left for that 
purpose. 
There was another letter 


addressed to a friend of the

man 


"Force had been making his home 


at the Everett for the past several 
months. Friends stated that ill health 
was probably the cause of the rash 
deed. The bullet, after entering his 
lead on the right side, passed clear 
:hrough and struck the wall on the 
other side of the room."

If, af- 
ter a full and free discussion, a ma- 
jority of the taxpayers of the city 
there present shall decide some defi- 
nite proposition will be to the best in- 
terests of the city, they may embody 
such proposition in a recommendation 
to the city commission. This recom- 
mendation shall be acted upon by the 
city commission at their next regular 
meeting 
If such action be favorable 


thereto, it shall at once be embodied 
in an appropriate ordinance or reso- 
lution, which ordinance or resolution 


commissioners of Volusia county has 
agreed to pay such widows $5 a month 
for each child, a motion to this effect 
being adopted at the meeting of the 
commissioners in DeLand last Satur- 
day.

To the people of New Smyrna, the 


one word "co-operation" should be the 
key to making this community the 
most wonderful 
on the East Coast 


of Florida. 
Co-operation in social 


financial and civic advancement is 
the easiest, quickest, most scientific 
and pleasant way of making New 
Smyrna surpass the larger cities, in 
all ways, with which we are compet 
ing. 


With the 
idea 
of 
making Xew 


Smyrna larger and more beautiful in 
view, we cannot forget that our 
word is "Co-operation." Then, co-op- 
erativdj we must make arrangement 
tor the accomplishment of certain 
things which will broaden New Smyr- 
na's popularity and instigate in the 
people of the nation the desire to 
hare in New Smyrna's beauty and 
wealth. First of all. our minds turn 
toward the farmer, the food supplier 
of humanity. But how can we expect 
farmers to come to us when we have 
no land which they could till' It is 
absurd to think of such. 
We must 


drain our back lands, of which we 
lave such an amount. W° must turn 
these into iertile lands, whiih they 
naturally aro, minus the excels of 
water 
As s>oon as this is done we 


will be greeted by farmers from every 
ocality. who even now are envying 
he (farmers of New Smyrna, In this

New Smyrna and the surrounding 
wamps are famous as the home of 
mosquitoes. 
We 
accredit these 


wamps and salt 
marshes as the 


breeding places of these pests. 
In 


irder for New Smyrna to surpass all 
ither cities it must become a model 
of sanitation. 
This law spells de- 


itruction to the mosquito. With the 
draining 
and reclaiming of these 


ands, in which they breed, the mos- 
quitoes would be practically annihil- 
ated. 


We are extremely and justly proud 


of the natural beauty of our city. This 
is a prime factor in attracting many 
of our winter visitors. 
Seemingly, 


;here is no need of artificial beauty. 
In fact, there is no actual need of a 
playground euch as is seen, in larger 
cities. 
Yet if we had a park with 


recreative machinery added, benches 
to rest on, and so on, it would be a 
fully appreciated addition to our city. 
It cannot be doubted, though, that 
the natural beauties need care. The 
lawns of New Smyrna are actually an 
eyesore, to say nothing of the front 
street lawns. With very little work 
any lawn could be made a miniature 
park. With the removal of the weeds 
between our fences and the streets 
and the planting of grass, our streets 
would be infinitely beautiful. 


"A thing of beauty is a joy for- 


ever," according to Keats. After all, 
joy is what tourists are sseking. If 
we will only take more civic pride 
both in public and individually, we 
will have, more winter visitors, as well 
as permanent 
residsrs, and New 


Smyrna will grow into a city which 
will surpass all other cities on the 
coast and be a wonder city enviec 
by the entire nation. 


To take charge of the visitors and 


those who permanently reside here 
we must have many more dwelling 
and rooming houses because mans 
people each year are denied the pleas 
ures and advantages of New Smyrna 
simply because we cannot accommo 
date them. 
If several wealthy busi 


ness men would co-operate in building 
several hotels, New Smyrna would be 
more appreciated and bettered. 


But, you may ask, "How will these 


outsiders 
know of this 
beautiful 


little city which we so rapturously 
adore?" Consider the bungalow plan 
which lately has been launched. This 
is one way in which we can and are 
being advertised. Another suggestioi 
is to compile a booklet of New Smyr 
na, not strictly an advertisement, bu 
more of a history and true presenta 
tion of the scenic beauty and com 
mercial possibilities. 
These booklets 


could 
be scattered broadcast ovei 


the nation, placed in the hands o 
boards of trade, sunt to public !i 
braries and given to public schools 
as reference books. The results woulc 
be wonderful. 
Of course, there are 


numerous ways in which Jfew Smyr 
na could be advertised, but individuaJ
